EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM

scales for certain posts, arc accordingly, being given effect 
to from the 1st January, 1973, so as to egtend ffie benefit 
of the revised scales from that date. No one will be adversly 
affected ns a result of retrospective effect being given to such 
amendments.
